Evidence hog producers 
cut back breeding herds 
more than expected was 
displayed in USDA's 
quarterly hogs and pigs 
report, analysts contacted 
by CNS said. 

The analysts called the 
hogs-kept-for-breeding 
figure, which was 86% of a 
year ago, a bullish surprise 
and pradic ted hog pro¬ 
ducers would receive a 
psychological boost from 
the report. Analysts' pre¬ 
report projections for the 
figure averaged 96.3%. 

Cash hog prices will not 
experience sharp upward 
trends this week, but by 
February, should range In 
the $43.00 to $46.00 per- 
cwt. range, the analysts 


said. 

"We definitely have seen 
our lows and con expect a 
rally now," said Dick Hum¬ 
mel, analyst with Fanners 
Grain and Livestock Corp. 

Ha said the analysts' 
negative pre-report outlook 
was based on tho fact that 
"no one perceived the large 
amount of sows and gilts In 
the kill mix.” Also, the 
.hogs-kept-for-breeding 
figure shows "lenders were 
in the pockets of farmers" 
and cutbacks in expansion 
resulted. 

The report definitely also 
will be positive in the long 
term, according to Joe 
Kropf, analyst with Live¬

Cedi Staver, past Colora¬ 
do State 4-H leader, has 
been named the redpient of 
the 1981 Jerry Litton Me¬ 
morial Award for Achieve¬ 
ment in Agriculture.

4-H program, Stuvor was 
active nationally as well.

Carload entries second largest ever 


Carload cattle entries for 
the 76th National Western 
Stock Show, Jan. 13-23, 
total 411 groupB, the se¬ 
cond largest number ever 
exhibited here. 

Last January, the car¬ 
load Bhow drew a record 
428 entries for the “dia¬ 
mond jubilee” National 
Western. 

General Manager Charles 
Sylvester said the carload 
exhibits represent 22 
states and Canada. There 
are 66 entries in the carload 
bull competition for gorups 


of 12 and 16 head. Breeds 
include Hereford (36), 
Angus (11), Limousin (5) 
and Charolais (3). 

In the judging of pens of 
three and five bulls, 187 
lots have been entered. The 
breakdown by breed is 
Limousin (38), Angus (33), 
Polled Hereford (29), Sim- 
mental (24), Brangus (18), 
Charolais (16), Shorthorn 
(13), Gelbvieh (12), and 
Chianina (10). 

Classes for pens of Eve 
feeder cattle have attracted 
116 exhibits including 


Hereford (14), Limousin 
(12), Angus (6), Shorthorn 
(4), Charolais (2) and 79 lots 
of "other breeds and cross¬ 
breeds." 

In the judging of com¬ 
mercial replacement heif¬ 
ers, 30 carloads of 20 head 
each have been entered. 

The fed beef contest br¬ 
ings 23 entries of six steers 
each. The fed beef entries 
are slaughtered and plac- 
ings determined by the 
meat grade average of the 
five beat carcasses in each 
entry.

Survey reveals half CSU ag 
students never lived on farm 


Almost half of the 
agricultural science 
students at Colorado State 
University have never liv¬ 
ed on a farm or ranch. This 
was revealed from a survey 
of new students who enroll¬ 
ed in the College of 
Agriculture during the 
past three semesters. 

Nearly all incoming 
students responded to the 
Burvey, which asked, 
among other questions, 
“How many years have 
you lived on a farm or 
ranch?" 

Almost half, 46%, ans¬ 
wered that they had never 
lived on a farm or ranch. 
Another 14% indicated 
that they had lived on one 
fewer than four years. 

Dr. William Thomas, as¬ 
sociate dean of the college, 
conducted the survey. He 
was not surprised at the 
results, 

“We have suspected for 
some time," Thomas said, 
“that a large number of 
CSU students come from a 
non-farm background. In 
fact, that was the major 
reason for the study. It has 
shown us that certain as¬ 
pects of our educational 
program need to be given 
greater emphasis." 

"Nearly half of the 
agricultural sciences 
students have had no ex¬ 
perience whatsoever on a 
■farm or ranch," Thomas 
said. “The 14% who re¬ 
ported fewer than' .four 
years probably spent sum¬ 
mers working on « 
relative's farm or ranch, a6 
, their experience is > very 
limited.” ' 

One result of the survey 
be an increased em¬ 
phasis on the student In¬ 


tern program. This pro¬ 
gram allows students to 
work in an area related 
to their course of study. 
Student interns are super¬ 
vised by both employers 
and faculty, so the ex¬ 
perience gained is prac¬ 
tical and academic. 

Thomas observed, “The 
survey told us, as we 
suspected, that the in¬ 
tern program is becoming 
increasingly necessary. 
We know we can give our 
students the academic 
training they need, but 
we bIbo want to be cep 
tain that they under¬ 
stand the day-to-day 
problems of fanners and 
ranchers, even If they 
do not work on a farm or 
ranch.” 

Thomas believes the 
changing enrollment pic 


ed on a farm or ranch, 32% 
had lived on fewer than 160 
acres and 34% had lived on 
more than 640 acres. Just 
under 22% had been mem¬ 
bers of Future Farmers of 
America, and nearly 44% 
had been 4-H members. 
The greatest number of 
4-H members might be the 
result of urban 4-H pro¬ 
grams. 

Twenty percent of the 
new CSU students had 
transferred from another 
Colorado college. About 
26% had transferred from 
an out-of-state Institution.

the agricultural industry. 

"Today, one out of four 
persona works in a Job in¬ 
volving agriculture, but 
less than 6% of the popula 
tion makes its living farm 
ing or ranching," he said. 

In the past, students of 
agriculture put their know¬ 
ledge to use on the land. 
Now they might work in a 
bank or stock brokerage. 
Today, they can study a 
wide variety of agri¬ 
businesses in addition to 
the traditional areas of 
agronomy, animal science 
and horticlture. Many of 
the CSU students will go 
into veterinary medicine. 

As part of the changing 
picture, the survey showed 
that more than half of the 
students in some of .the 
traditional agricultural 
studies are women. Also, of 
those students who had liv-

Management key to 
forage-fed beef dan

"Management" is the 
. key to a forage-fed beef pro¬ 
duction program—manage¬ 
ment of cattle and grazing. 

This emphasis on man¬ 
agement was a key part of 
tho recent South Central 
Texas Cow-Calf Clinic here 
which dealt with forage-fed 
beef and attracted some 
800 cattlemen. 

"Because forages are 
seasonal, management of 
grazing and cattle is 
critical in a forage-fed beef 
production program, said 
Dr. Bill Turner, head of the 
Department of Animal Sci¬ 
ence at ‘ .Louisiana State 
University. "To gain 
weight, cattle must graze 
forages that are highly 
digestible.

Service, advised cattlemen 
to consider a production 
system oriented to provid¬ 
ing leaner beef. 

While forage-fed beef 
meets this objective, there 
are other things to con- 

' aider,‘‘BBld^.gfciffler. -These 
are that forage-fed produc¬ 
tion systems have greater 
variability, the growth rate 
of animals is reduced, ani- 

■ mals have a lower dressing 
percentage, and total pro¬ 
duction costs are greater 
because animals must be 

■ kept longer. However, car¬ 
casses from forage-fed 
animals tend to have a 


Foreign dependence of 
U.S. food shipments will 
continue to grow during 
the 1980's, according to the 
1981 Yearbook of Agri¬ 
culture released by USDA 
recently. 

The yearbook said that 
by 19B5 the world may de¬ 
pend on the U.S. for 15% of 
its food supply, compared 
with 2% in the early 1950s 
and 11% during the late 
1970a. 

It said potential for yield 
gains through better man¬ 
agement and greater use of 
farm production inputs 
suggests that the U.S. may 
be able to produce in excess 
of foreign and domestic 
food demand through the 
end of this century, but the 
cost of that production will 
increase dramatically, CNS 
reports. 

Increased foreign depen¬ 
dence on U.S. food is likely 
to cause dramatic swings 
from year to year in world 
food demand, the yearbook 


said. Total demand for U.S. 
farm products could ex¬ 
pand at an average rate of 
3% per year during the 
early 1980s, possibly fluc¬ 
tuating as much as 10% 
from year to year. 

Foreign and domestic de¬ 
mand for U.S. grains and 
oilseeds could increase 
from the 370 million ton 
level of the late 1970s to 
430 to 446 million by 1986, 
plus or minus 25 to 30 
million depending on fluc¬ 
tuations in foreign crop 
output and food demand. 

To meet an average 8% 
yearly increased in foreign 
demand, the U.S. harvest¬ 
ed area of major crops 
would have to expand by 
10 to 15 million acres by 
1985 from the present 360 
million acres, the book said. 

One yearbook article con¬ 
cluded that U.S. agricul¬ 
ture may be reaching a 
critical turning point at 
which supply becomes less 
responsive to crop price in¬ 


creases because quality 
land, inputs and manage¬ 
ment are so limited that ad¬ 
ditional output la possible 
only at higher coat. Should 
this prove true, average an¬ 
nual increases in foreign 
and domestic food demand 
will begin annual gains in 
the U.S. capacity to pro¬ 
duce agricultural products. 

It said the large price- 
stabilizing U.S. stocks and 
land reserves of the 1950s 
will become noticibly ab¬ 
sent during the early 
1980s, tending to bring 
agriculture more vulner¬ 
able to foreign supply- 
demand shifts. 

Another yearbook article 
said rising incomes and 
growing populations in 
developing nations in the 
1980s will increase world 
demand for grain, leading 
the U.S. and other ex¬ 
porters to increase grain 
area and production. 

The article said hunger 
was one of tho most de¬

Tommy Wynette had the 
right idea in her song 
"Stand By Your Man." 
Many experts suggest for¬ 
mulas for happiness for 
farm couples. 

Some experts say that a 
farmer should marry a 
schoolteacher or a nurse 
because they have a steady 
outside income. Others fed 
a farmer should marry a 
farm girl since she may 
already know what fanning 
ia all about. One expert 
suggests a young farmer 
should select a mate who 
can do all the worrying for 
him and encourage him to 
go over his credit line. 


A couple of North Da¬ 
kota State University staff 
members have tried to find 
what kinds of satisfaction 
with farming beginning 
farm couples have. 

Gary V. Cole, a research 
assistant, and Pat Smith, 
extension sociologist, 
analyzed the responses of 
184 young farmers who 
began farming between 
1972 and 1978. These

ning farmers. Wives were 
more satisfied with farm¬ 
ing as a way of life, and 
were far more satisfied 
with farming as an invest¬ 
ment than were single be¬ 
ginning fanners. 

This points out a v~~ 
significant aspect, say 
and Smith, Beginning 
fanners and their wives 
showed value and attitude 
congruence and this shared 
concensus about farming is 
extremely important. Gen¬ 
erally the high degree of 
satisfaction with one's way 
of life and shared goals ia 
an important determinant 
to a long successful mar¬ 
riage. 

Both Cole and Smith 
agree that .yfjjila the .Tam¬ 
my Wynette song, “Stand 
By Your Man" may be just 
a song, it is a necessary 
component for a beginning 
farm couple. These wives 
are called upon for help 
the farm and share In 
cision-maldng.

Food-animal produce strategy 
aims at slowing grain drain 


In an address to the 
Animal Health Institute's 
(AHI) fifth International 
Annual Meeting, the Chair¬ 
man of the AHI Board call¬ 
ed on the group to play a 
role in formulating a “new, 
world food-animal produc¬ 
tion strategy" aimed at 
slowing the growing drain 
on world feed grain sup¬ 
plies. 

Noting that global con¬ 
sumption of livestock 
grain has doubled in the 
laBt 20 years and that the 
U.8. now supplies 70% of 
World feed grain exports, 
AHI'a board chairman, 
George W. Ebright of (.he 
... SraithKHue Corp. said, 
"the aiiiinel health indus¬ 
try has the technological 
ifaeans to make an impor¬ 
tant contribution to the ef¬ 
forts to stem the flow of 
feed grains. 

"While we in the indus¬ 
trialized nations struggle 
with our consciences decid¬ 
ing how much safety we 
can afford, we must 
remember that other na¬ 
tions are looking to us for 
leadership in other areas of 
human concern," Ebright 
told the gathering of inter¬ 
national animal drug com¬ 
pany executives. The area 
pf human concern where 
r-.g 6 , makers of animal 
tealth products can make a 
contribution involves in¬ 
creased meat production in 
the developing nations. 

.^bright reminded his au- 
dience that among these 
tiona the trend toward 
putting more of their agrf- 
! reaour ces into

meat and new animal drugs 
that increase growth rates. 

At the same time the ani¬ 
mal health industry leader 
had words of caution regar¬ 
ding the “possibility that 
government regulators can 
cloud the future of these 
new products with unrea¬ 
sonable demands for data." 
Current U.S. laws prohibit 
the export of animal drugs 
needed in developing na¬ 
tions, unless they first are 
approved for use in this 
country, 

Ebright hinted that the 
problems of excessive go¬ 
vernment regulation may 
spread to other industri¬ 
alized natioTis through the' 
process of “harmoniza¬ 
tion," a grand plan design¬ 
ed to bring about world¬ 
wide regulatory uniformi¬ 
ty, at leaBt in the in¬ 
dustrialized countries. 

He noted that the U.S. 
Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration Is a leader in the 
harmonization movement 
arid he urged AHI'9 Inter¬ 
national Section to assure a 
role for itself and the ani¬ 
mal drug industry in plans 
underway now for an'inter- 
national conference on the 
subject in 1983. “Our role 
in such a meeting should be 
to spread something new 
from America,' ’ Ebright 
told his audience. "We 
should spread the spirit of 
regulatory reform to the 
rest of the industrialized 
world." He urged U.S. reg¬ 
ulatory officials to join a 
“campaign to export the 
benefits of regulatory re¬ 
form."

17 entry deadline, accord¬ 
ing to General Manager 
Charles Sylvester. 

Steer wrestling has the 
biggest jackpot of the 
seven events, with a record 
192 contestants seeking 
$60,600.' . 

In olher rodeo competi¬ 
tion, team roping drew 91 
two-man teams seeking 


$58,600; calf roping, 158 
contestants for $52,000; 
bull riding, 108 contestants 
for $80,700; saddle bronco 
riding, 81 contestants for 
$28,700; bareback riding, 
84 contestants for $29,300; 
and girls’ barrel racing, 102 
contestants for $16,700. 

Sylvester said this is the 
Becond year the show en¬ 
forced money-earnings re¬ 
strictions on entrants, to 
strengthen the overall qual¬ 
ity of competition. The 
rodeo traditionally has 
been the richest indoor 
rodeo on the Professional 
Rodeo Cowboy Assn. 
(PRCA) circuit. 


USDA declares N.D. 
swine, brucellosis free 


North Dakota has been 
officially recognized by 
. USDA as a state free of 
brucellosis in swino. 

The state qualified for 
validation by testing all 
herds selling breeding 
stock and the required per¬ 
centage of sows and boars 
sent to slaughter. The 
testing started in July, 
1979, and was completed 
June 30,1981. 

. Brucellosis Is a conta¬ 
gious disease affecting cat- 
tie, hogs and even humans. 
Pigs affected by brucellosis 
exhibit sterility, lameness 
and stiffness of joints, 
abortions, weak pigs and 
fall to settle. 

'The official validation 
of North Dakota as a state 
free of swine brucellosis is a 
credit to awlne producers 
- who are keeping their herds 
free o! the disease and have 
tested all their swine to 
meet the requirements for 
validation," said Jack Har- 


state os the risk of rein- 
traduction is still there." 

The disease spreads by 
breeding gilts or sows to an 
infected boar. Pigs con also 
receive the disease by con¬ 
tact with other animals and 
contaminated feediots and 
pastures. The organism 
causing brucellosis in cat¬ 
tle can affect swine and the 
brucellosis organisms in 
swine can affect cattle. 
Both organisms can be 
transmitted to man. 

"Over half the cases of 
human brucellosis have 
beefc traded'td swind~ in¬ 
fected herds.

To prevent infection, 
only breeding stock pur¬ 
chased from validated 
brucellosis-free herds or 
from negative' herds in 
validated brucellosis-free 
areas should be purchased.

Bruce King has ap¬ 
pointed an advisory com¬ 
mittee to meet New Mex¬ 
ico’s growing rangeland 
brush and weed problems 
head on. 

The committee will draw 
up legislation to fund ex¬ 
panded brush control 
research, and possibly to 
finance low-interest loanB 
and cost sharing plans with 
ranchers who control brush 
and weeds on their land. 

Formation of the new 
committee was announced 
recently by Dr. Gerald W. 
Thomas, president of New 
Mexico State University, 
at an international range- 
land conference in Roswell. 

Dr. Thomas told range 
scientists at the conference 
from New Mexico and 
Texas that brush and weed 
control is a major problem 
area in the two states. Half 
of New Mexico’s 62 million 
acres of rangeland, and 85 
million of Texas’ 92 milliop 
acres of rangeland have 
brpsh and weed problems. 

New Mexico's financial 
support of range brush and 
weed control research may 
stretch wall into the future. 
Officials of the U.S. 
Department of Interior and 
USDA'8 Soil Conservation 
Service told ranchers at the 
meeting not to expect In¬ 
creases in financial 
assistance from federal 
sources for at leaBt two 
years. 

In spite of budget cuts, 
the Bureau of Land Man¬ 
agement (BLM) has al¬ 
ready started a million-acre 
spray program in the 


Roswell district to control 
mesquite. This land ie leas¬ 
ed to ranchers for grazing. 

Bob Jones, president of 
the New Mexico Cattle 
Growers Assn, and former 
president of the New Mex¬ 
ico Public Lands Council, 
said, "Brush control can 
double the number of cattle 
we can produce, but so far 
we've gotten small results 
compared to the need." 

"We need a joint effort 
by landowners, govern¬ 
ment and range researchers 
to put together land blocks 
and programs to treat a 
million acres a year, in¬ 
stead of small plots and 
pastures here and there," 
Jones said. 

The conference also laid 
the groundwork for a co¬ 
operative program between 
participating universities, 
chemical companies, gov¬ 
ernment agencies and ran¬ 
chers to develop com¬ 
puterized techniques to 
predict return on invest¬ 
ment for controlling weeds 
and brush. 

Kirk McDaniel, Exten¬ 
sion brush control special¬ 
ist at NMSU, and Ron 
Soaebee, Texas Tech, 
described their research in 
New Mexico where doses of 
Tordon herbicide knocked 
out broom Bnakeweed and' 
quadrupled growth of der 
sired grass varieties. 

Broom snakeweed 
crowds out these grasses in 
normal range conditions'. 
Snakeweed also causes , 
abortion to cattle, doubling ■ 
Its financial impact on ran¬ 
chers.
